Accepts Bid 


A contract to finance a 
short-term project note for the 
Elba Housing Authority has been 
awarded to Solomon Brothers 
and Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York. The 
money will be repaid in one 
year at the rate of 2.86% int- 
erest.

Holley Condemns 


Actions Of Clemon 


The recent publicity over 
the Birmingham Senator 
Clemon being stopped for 
driving at speeds of up to 100 
miles an hour has resulted in 
a number of elected officials 
being asked for comments. Cof- 
fee County’s Representative 
Jimmy Holley is no exception. 

Holley said this week, 
“Clemon should have gotten 
a ticket and should have had 
to pay it’’. He continued with 
“Disrespect for the law is un- 
becoming of an elected of- 
ficial and I honestly don’t be- 
lieve anyone is above the law’’. 

Representative Holley said. 
he was not in any position to 
pass judgement on the pulling 
of a gun on Clemon as he was 
not at the scene and didn’t 
know the circunstances that led 
up to the incident. 

His so called legislative 


immunity doesn’t give him the 
right to endanger the other 
people of Alabama,’’ Holley said. 

Mr. Holley said that there 
was a bill in the Alabama House 
of Representatives to repeal 
the law giving legislators im- 
munity. It was introduced by 
Representative Bishop Baron 
and Holley said he had spoken 
to Barron and would become a 
co-sponsor of the bill and would 
work for its passage. He pre- 
dicted the bill would pass the 
House. 


The law is not a new law 
and has come under fire from 
time to time. The tradition of 
legislative immunity dates back 
to old English law, where the 
King forbid anyone to hinder 
the noblemen as they traveled 
to the palace to do business 
with the king.

Kinston’s City Council Conducts Productive Meeting 


The Kinston City Council 
met in regular session on Tues- 
‘day night, April 1°, and de- 
cided to seek four (4) CETA 
Slots which would be filled by 
hiring three (3) policemenanda 
radio dispatcher. 

The request for CETA em- 
ployees will be sent tothe 
State, and city officials are 
optimistic of receiving some 
aid. 

The meeting was called to 
order at 7:00 P.M. by Mayor 
Steve Hunko, who began the 
meeting by leading the council 
in prayer 

Following the reading of the 
minutes of the previous 
meeting, several council mem- 
bers aired their feelings on 
what had happened at the 
meeting, and commented on the 
report of the meeting which ap- 
peared in THE ELBACLIPPER. 

Councilwoman Sara Bowden 
told Mayor Hunko, ‘I’m tired 
of being accused of things I 
didn’t do.’’ Mrs. Bowden said 
she felt the paper (THE ELBA 
CLIPPER) had made a big thing 
out of nothing, 

Councilman Dewey Adams 
told Hunko, ‘I’m mad! You 


think we're supposed to do 
everything you tell us. You 
are wrong! You will not tell 


me what to do.’’ Continuing, 
Adams said, ‘‘You stepped on 
my toes at the last meeting and 
I’m tired of it.’’ Mr. Adams 
then turned to the reporter 
present from THE ELBA CLIP- 
PER and said, ‘‘This manhasn’t 
got any business being here. 
We. need him here about as 
much as we,need an airplane 
sig out there in the yard.”’ 


Mayor Hunko told the coun- 
cil it was he who requested 
THE ELBA CLIPPER begin at- 
tending the meetings, and said, 
“The meetings are open and 
anybody can come,’’ 

After the members aired 
their feelings on the previous 
meeting everyone seemed ready 
to get down to work, and a 
very productive meeting en- 
sued. 

Mrs. Bowden told the coun- 
cil of the application for CETA 
employees, and the above men- 
tioned action was taken, 

The council voted unani- 
mously to vacate an alley for 
Mr. Andy Garcia, a resident 
who owns the property on both 
sides of the alley. 

It was reported that a State 
Fire Inspector had recently in- 
spected the City Jail, and 
listed five (5) areas that needed 
improvement. After discussing 
the required improvements, the 
council decided no major work 
was needed, and agreed it had 
no choice except to make the 
needed repairs. 

Mayor Hunko told the coun- 
cil that County Commissioner 
Rex Boutwell and a county en- 
gineer had conducted a tour of 
the town checking on drainage 
problems. Hunko added that 
Mr. Boutwell told him county 
machinery would be in town 
this week and would do what 
work is needed, such.as pull- 
ing ditches and fixing drive- 
ways. Mayor Hunko said 
Commissioner __ Boutwell re- 
quested a city official be pre- 
sent while all work is being 
.done, and Councilman Houston 
Martin volunteered to stay with 


the crew until Hunko could get 
off work. 

Mr. Adams suggested that 
the county crew ask the home- 
owners before they begin pull- 
ing ditches, and because some 
residents will not want the work 
done. The council agreed with 
Adams, and Hunko pledged to 
ask all residents whether or 
not they wished to have work 
done on their property. 

A letter was read from Ms. 
Virginia Holman, Director of 
Planning for the Southeast Re- 
gional Planners, that requested 
the City of Kinston inform her 
as to whether or not the city 
wished to have the Regional 
Planners conduct a ‘‘land use 


survey.”’ 
The cost of the survey 
is $1800, of which the City 


must pay $600 (or 1/3 the to- 
tal cost). The letter stated 
the City must have the survey 
to be eligible for future Fed- 
eral funds. 

Councilman Harold Rhodes 
spoke up against the plan, say- 
ing, ‘‘I’m against it because it 
involves zoning. 1 don’t like 
people telling me what I can 
and can’t build on my property, 
and that is what will happen 


if this plan zones the property.’’ 
The council decided to ask- 


Ms. Holman to meet with the 
council at their next meeting. 

Mr. Guy Adams addressed 
the board and said, ‘'The 
paper (THE ELBA CLIPPER) 
reported of complaints that the 
police car was seen at a beer 
joint. Well, I own part of 
the beer joint, and J just want 
everybody to know that it is 
out of Coffee County, but it 


is within Kinston’s police jur- 
isdiction. I'm not mad at any- 
body, I just want the people 
to know that we pay city tax 
and buy a city license, and the 
police protect my establish- 
ment just like any other store 
in town. It is nothing wrong 
with the police stopping at the 
store.”’ 

Mrs. Bowden made a motion 
to pay Chief of Police Randall 
Brooks $600 a month, and em- 
ploy an auxiliary patrolman only 
8 hours a week instead of 16. 
The motion § carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Howard Smith, who is 
in charge of the city’s water 
system, told the council the 
chlorinator pump on the Num- 
ber one pump was not pro- 
viding enough pressure to keep 
an even flow. Smith estimated 


it would cost $230 (parts) plus ‘ 


labor to fix the pump, or $280 
to buy a new pump, All the 
members agreed it would be 
best to purchase a new pump. 

Mr. Smith raised a question 
concerning priorities when in- 
stalling water meters, and Mr. 
Adams said, ‘‘In my op- 
inion the people with the most 
urgent need should be serviced 
first.’ The council agreed, and 
decided to let Mr. Smith de- 
cide the priorities. 


Before adjourning, the 
council again discussed the pos- 
Sibility of having a recreation 
department, and all members 
agreed they would bark the pro- 
gram if the money was avail- 
able. The council voiced op- 
timism that possibly by next 
year something can be done.

Bicyclists To Learn 


INTRODUCTION - 
SO YOUR CHILD IS GETTING 
A BIKE?

Not since the late 1800’s 
has bicycling been so popular 
in the United States. More 
people are riding bikes for 
transportation and health rea- 
sons than ever before in our 
history! But this pleasant and 
healthy mode of travel has" 
created even greater traffic 
problems than we had previous- 
ly. 
With the growth of adult 
cycling interest, there has also 
been « great increase in the 
number of bicycles being rid- 
den by pre-teen and teenage 
children, due to our society's 
growing affluence. National 
accident statistics prove that 
most of these children are al- 
lowed to venture forth into the 
Streets and highways without 
proper instructions relative to 
traffic regulations and safety 
precautions. 

This is the introduction to 
a 13-article series on safe 
biking provided by this de- 
partment. Each article follow- 
ing will be slanted to the 


youngster in your family who 
uses a bicycle on the public 
highways. They will be pre- 
sented in lesson form, with 
questions at the conclusion of 
each. Parents are invited to 
use this series as training ma- 
terial. 

When all questions are 
answered correctly, showing 
that your child has absorbed the 
material, file them away. When 
all lessons have been com- 
pleted to your satisfaction, at 
the conclusion of the series, 
the child may mail them to this 
department and receive a 
wallet-size card showing that 
he has satisfactorily com- 
pleted the course. It is felt 
this should provide sufficient 
motivation to teach each 
youngster in our community the 
tremendous importance of safe 
biking. Correct answers to all 
questions will be found in the 
body of each lesson. 

If you have a pre-teen or 
young teen in your family, using 
a bicycle on the streets, why not 
join in this very important safe- 
ty campaign.

Registrars To Meet 
In Every Beat 


The Coffee County Board of 
Registrars is fulfilling require- 
ments for a local bill passed 
last year concerning the voter 
re-indentification by scheduling 
a meeting day for each voting 
beat. The schedule for these 
days are published in this is- 
sue of THE ELBA CLIPPER. 

A number of voters fulfilled 
the requirements of re-identi- 
fying when they journied to the 
polls twice in November of last 
year. However, for those who 
have not done this, these days 
should prove a good time for 
the short process. 

If a voter doesn’t complete 
the simple requirements 
beforehand, voters may com- 
plete the questionaire at any 
statewide election called in1977 
‘or 1978. 

A voter may also reidentify 
by appearing before the Board 
of Registrars at a regular re- 
gistering day, the Probate Judge 
or one of his Clerks, and fill 
out the necessary questionaire. 
In this case the official acknow- 


ledges the signature and re- 
identification. 

The final way is for those 
whose names have been 
removed from the voting list 
and have not reidentified. These 
voters may appear in person 
before the Board of Registrars, 
reidentify at that time and re- 
ceive a certificate to deliver 
to the election officials at the 
polls. 

However, officials encourage 
voters to complete this process 
as soon as possible.

In every country 
he took on a different style of 
writing. 

Mr. Maxwell pointed out 
that Stravinsky's early works 
were in traditional form. ‘‘The 
Firebird’’ (1°10) a successful 
ballet shows impressionistic 
influences. His efforts paved 
the way for another 20th-cen-

tury style, neoclassicism 
Later in his life he took on a 
style of composition known as 
Tone-row forms. This form is 
a profound innovation in music 
and was developed by Schoen- 
berg. This is a system of 
composition with twelve tones 
related only to one another in 
the chromatic scale. Stravinsky 
rejected the Tone-row system 
to begin with, but finally began 
to use it and liked it. 

During 60 years of his life 
Stravinsky gave the world a 
great number of compositions 
in almost every convential me- 
dium and invented new ones

a POOR 
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SOYBEANS 

There is much greater in- 
terest in soybeans now than 
a few months back. Naturally 
as prices go up, there is in- 
creased farmer interest. Dr. 
John Henderson, our soybean 
speacialist at Auburn, told me 
recently that he expected beans 
to sell on the open market 
around $6.50 to $7.00 per bush- 
el this fall. Of course, this is 
speculation on his part. No one 
knows what beans will bring. 
Weather is extremely import- 
ant in soybean production. So 
prices are very unpredictable. 
: Certain varieties are re- 
commended for Coffee County 
and south Alabama depending 
on the planting date. For beans 
to be planted between May 15 
and June 1, we recommend Lee 
14, McNair 600, Tracy and 
Davis. Varieties recommend- 
ed for planting June | to June 
15 are Bragg, Ransom and Mc- 
Niar 800. Late maturing var- 
ieties, those planted from June 
15 to July 1, are Coker 338, 
Hutton and Cobb.

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on Florida beggarweed, pusley 
and pigweed. Aatrex is good 
on bristly starbur, cocklebur 


and coffeeweeds. Aatrex can 
be applied over the top of the 
corn plants. 

Several other materials can 
also be applied to corn after 
it comes up. Banvel is an ex- 
cellent material. It can be ap- 
plied to corn any time from 
the corn seedling stage until 
the corn is 36 inches high. 
After this, it is best to use a 
drop nozzle. Banvel is espe- 
cially excellent on coffeeweed 
and cocklebur. Lorox or Evik 
are both post-directed sprays. 
The corn should be at least 12- 
15 inches high when these mat- 
erials are used and should be 
applied at the base of the corn 
stalk with a drop nozzle. Both 
of these materials are excellent 
on grasses, coffeeweeds, beg- 
garweed, cocklebur, pusley and 
pigweed.

bean seed. We would not think 
about using an inferior grade 
or amount of fertilizer. We 
would not use a poor fungicide. 
However, many beef cattle pro- 
ducers and hog producers, too, 
are willing to use just an 
average or below average bull.

OLD CONTAINERS 

Have you destroyed those 
old herbicide containers? Are 
they still lying around inside 
the shed or outside inthe field?

Spring Advent Brings 


Danger Of Tetanus 


With the advent of the 
spring season of 1°77 most of 
us are beginning to get out 
of doors again. There are gar- 
dens and lawns that need work 
and outdoor chores of all sorts 
that have accumulated during 
the winter. 

With the return of outdoor 
activities comes once again 
the hazard of minor accidents, 
cuts and scratches. Most often 
these aren't serious and will 
heal quickly if properly cleaned 
and protected. 

The American Medical As- 
sociation cautions that some- 
times these scratches can be 
more serious. Scmetimes they 
are the channel through which 
you could get tetanus, commonly 
called lockjaw. 

Tetanus-producing spores lie 
dormant in the soil of your gar- 
den, the dirt of your garden. 
These spores can infect you 
through the tiniest wound -- a 
pin scratch, a bee sting or a 
small cut. 

Tetanus spores may remain 
in your body for long periods 
without producing the disease. 


Or, they may produce poison 
effects in five to fourteen days, 
though the wound has heal- 

ed.

NO-TILL PLANTING’ OFFERS 
NEW AGRICULTURE HORI- 
ZONS TO WIREGRASS 


There have always been 
erosion problems in the Wire- 
grass area because the soils 
are sandy and deep and con- 
centrated water can melt the 
soil structure, causing washes 
and gullies. In the Wiregrass, 
gullies are counted in the 
thousands. No-till farming 
offers the farmers in the 
Wiregrass a means of planting 
their crops without having to 
worry about losing everything 
to erosion, something new for 
them. 

‘Ww. L. and Tom Grimsley 
from Enterprise are trying a 
no-till planting system. They 
are using a two-row Brown- 
Harden Super Seeder and 
planting in corn stubble. They 
are planting seed on 8-inch 
spacing and 36-inch rows. 
They are fertilizing by soil 
test and planting one and a half 
inches deep. 

Tom says he can already 
see the advantages of no-till 
by the small amount of wind 
erosion during the March and 
early April winds. ‘‘Wealsosee 
very little runoff during rains, 
so we know it is protecting our 
soil. We received a good stand 
of corn and good weed control 
so far, except for a few acres 
where last year’s corn was 
buried during disking, but 
this is not the case on areas 
we did not disk.”’ 

The Grimsleys, like many 
farmers in Coffee County, are 
looking to no-till farming as 
an answer to many of their 
problems. No-till planting 
offers labor and fuel savings, 
because there is only one or 
two trips across the field as 
compared to eight or ten by 
the conventional method. Mois- 
ture retention is greather which 
reduces length of stress dur- 
ing drought periods. Short ero- 
sion and rill erosion is much 
less (one ton/acre per year) as 
compared to eight or ten tons 
for conventional. 

Tom says they will plant a 
winter cover crop on their land 
next year to add to the ef- 
fectivenss of their no-till plant- 
ing. The corn stubble caused 
some problems at the start 
clogging up the rotary hoes on 
the planter. The rye, oats, or 
wheats cover provides a firm 
foundation for equipment and 
even at one-bushel per acre 
rate gives good cover for the 
land during heavy winter rains. 

There are thirteen planters 
in Coffee County this year, and 
if these are successfully used, 
this method of planting will 
sweep the country next year. 
Already in the Wiregrass area, 


‘we have over 200 or 400 per- 


cent increase over last year.

COCOA 

While rising coffee prices 
have been stealing all the head- 
lines lately, another commodity 
has been selling at record-high 
levels, too, 

Reports show that world 
cocoa prices have more than 
tripled in the last 13 months. 
This means shoppers will be 
paying higher prices than ever 
for chocolate products. 

In fact, many of the big 
chocolate manufacturers have 
already raised the price of 
candy bars from 15 to 20 
cents. And unless cocoa prices 
stabilize, the price could go 
even higher. 


HOUSEPLANTS ; 

Spring is a great time to 
repot your houseplants after 
their long winter indoors. It 
gives them fresh soil to grow 
in and more room to spread 
out during the spring-summer 
growing spurts. 

You probably think that all 
potting soils are alike--but this 
isn’t always true. In a recent 
study with 20 commercial pott- 
ing soils, several samples had 
varying nutrient levels. In fact, 
one out of five potting soils 
tested could injure or even kill 
plants. 

Four of the 20 samples had 
excessive soluble salts, Three 
of the samples tested had too 
much nitrogren and 1° had low 
phosphorus levels. Nine had 
a pH of less than 5.5--which is 
too acid for best plant growth. 

How can you be sure you're 
getting a good potting soil? Buy 
from a reputable garden center 
or nursery, And if possible, 
get the same soil that the gar- 
den center or nursery uses for 
its plants. 


CLEANING FLUORESCENT 
LIGHT TUBES 

Accumulation of dust on 
fluorescent light tubes cuts 
down on the amount of light 
given off. Therefore, keep the 
tubes clean by sponging the 
surfaces with a cloth wrung 
out of detergent or soap suds. 
Dry with another clean cloth. 
Be sure that the lights are 
turned off and cooled before 
washing.

TALLADEGA, Ala The odds of it happening are extremely 
slim, but there must be a temptation for Buddy Baker and Bud 
Moore to change the number on their Ford from 15 to 9 for the 
Winston 500 on May 1 at Alabama International Motor Speedway. 


“I've never been too superstitious in my life, especially when it 
comes to numerology,” says Baker. “Bult after what happened three 
times in a row down at Talladega, well, it has honestly got me to 
wondering.” 

What’s happened is this: 

In May of 1975, Sunny King, an Anniston (Ala.) auto dealer 
signed on as the sponsor of the Moore-built Ford for the Winston 
500. King pleaded with Moore to put aside his traditional “15” and 
paint “9” on the side of the vehicle. "Nine is my lucky number,” King 
said beseechingly. “It'll win the race for us.” 

“Couldn't do it even if we wanted to,” replicd Moore. “That 
number already belongs to somebody else (driver Bill Elliott of 
Dawinsville, Ga.).” 

“Well, I'm determined the number 9 is going to be somewhere 
aboard that race car,” said King. With that he headed to a sporting 
@ods store, purchased a satin numeral like those on Little Leaguers* 
shirts and implored Baker to have it sewn onto his uniform. 

Baker thought King was joking. But when the talented driver 
realized King was serious, he agreed to fold the cloth figure up and 
take it along for the ride in his pocket. 

Baker won the race, ending talk about a Talladega jinx, beating 
David Pearson by less than a car length. He had forgotten about 
Sunny King’s “9” until the auto dealer asked for it back in victory 
lane. 

During the August’s running of the Talladega 500 in 1975, King 
again made his pitch to put 9 on the side of the high-powered Ford. 

Again his request was refused. Again he presented Baker with that 
satin number. Again Baker blazed to the victory, edging Richard 
Petty by a mere three feet. Again King retrieved his number in victory 
lane. 

During the winter of ‘75, the Baker-Moore team landed the 
sponsorship of Norris Industries, so King wasn’t affiliated with the 


car when the Winston Cup teams returned to Talladega for the - 


running of the Winston 500 last May. ; 

In fact, King was out of the countfy, vacationing in Europe. 

Baker gave no thoughts to No. 9. He had been without a triumph in 
‘76 and ending his mild slump was his No. | concern. 2 

However, moments before the race began, a stranger approached 
Baker in the pit area and thrust something into his hand. The man 
was an employee of Sunny King, who understandably has become a 
big Baker fan. He was delivering that satin 9. Baker tucked it in his 
chest pocket. 

Less than three hours later, Baker had captured an unprecedented 
third straight race over the world’s fastest closed course and run the 
fastest 500-mile auto race ever recorded. His average of 169.887 miles 
per hour exceeds by far anything ever done even in the Indianapolis 
500. 

King’s representative retrieved the number 9 as Baker left victory 
lane. 

Baker will be seeking his third straight triumph in the Winston 500 
on the first day of May and with the help of No. 9, he will be the man 
to beat for no one will be able to convince him that he can’t continue 
his recent domination of Talladega.

The tar paper roof always 
leaked and during each rain, 
I had to crawl up in the attic 
to place cans to catch water 
coming through the faulty 
roof. 

When we went to town, we 
had to catch a bus or a cab 
or walk. There was no tele- 
phone, television, or washers 
and dryers which we take for 
granted these days. 

But the most amusing thing 
about it all is that I frequently 
reflect on those times as ‘‘the 
good old days!’’ 

The energy shortage this 
winter caused many of us to 
consider our life styles in a 
new light. Do we really need 
big cars that guzzle gas, homes 


a small car, owning only one 
home, and spending most even- 
ings at home with the family? 

I'm sure the next decade 
will require most of us to 
reshuffle our priorities, It 
may even help us find a dif- 
ferent way of life that far sur- 
passes what we have now. 

No longer does ‘‘keeping up 
with the Joneses’’ find its way 
into conversations as often as 
it did. 

When I see the president of 
the United States wearing a 
sweater and turning White 
House thermostats down to 
55 degrees, it reaffirms a 
theory that adjustments in life 
styles are already here.

You 
can help by being alert to cer- 
tain symptoms and getting re- 
gualr check-ups from your 

, doctor 
The first symptoms of sto- 


mach cancer are much like 
those of less serious di- 
gestive illnesses. Slight di- 


gestive discomfort, aggravated 
by eating, and a distaste for 
food ordinarily well tolerated 
are reported by patients with 
a variety of diseases, in- 
cluding stomach cancer. 

When stomach pain and di- 
discomfort continue 
more than two weeks a doctor 
should always be consulted. 
Other possible sumptoms of 
stomach cancer such as blood 
in the stools or vomiting, ra- 
pid weight loss, and pain are 
of such a dramatic nature that 
they are not likely to be ig- 
nored. 

These same symptoms also 
can indicate the presence of 
an ulcer. While there has 
been speculation over whether 
stomach cancer, most doctors 
feel that the danger of a sto- 
mach ulcer rests not' so much 
in the possibility that an ul- 
cer may lead to a malignancy 
but, rather, that it may mask

stomach cancer and thus de- 
lay proper treatment. 

A thorough physical ex- 
amination for stomach cancer 
includes laboratory tests such 
as a red and white blood cell 
coutn and analysis of the acid- 
ity of the stomach contents. 
However, the most important of 
all diagnostic methods is X- 
ray examination, 

It is estimated that about 
14,300 Americans now die of 
stomach cancer each year. 
It occurs more frequently in 
men than in women and in the 
U.S., the risk of developing 
stomach cancer seems to be 
greater for nonwhite than for 
white persons. It also seems 
to occur more frequently a- 
mong low income persons. 

Although it has been sug- 
gested that excessive consump- 
tion of alcoholic beverages, ha- 
bitual drinking of very hot or 
cold liquids, and use of chewing 
tobacco might cause stomach 
cancer, there is no scientific 
proof that any of these fac- 
tors is involved. 

There also has been much 
speculation as to the role diet 
plays in the development 
of stomach cancer. Many ex- 
perts consider it signficant that 
stomach cancer has been on 
the decrease during the same 
time great changes in food ha- 
bits have taken place in the 
U.S. 

In the past fifty years there 
has been a greatly increased 
use of citrus fruits and let- 
tuce and a decreased consump- 
tion of potatoes, wheat flour, 
and cabbage. In high income 
diets, larger amounts of beef, 
milk and green vegetables have 
also been introduced. Cancer 
investigators believe that diet 
must be at least partially re- 
sponsible for the downward 
trend in incidence of stomach 
cancer in this country. 

Again, you can help your- 
self by being aware ofthe 
symptoms, getting regular 
check-ups, by reporting to 
your doctor any symptoms 
lasting more than two weeks.

Meddlesome Parents 


After six stormy years of mat- 
rimony, Edna and George came 
to the parting of the ways. Edna, 
blaming George's parents for the 
breakup, filed a lawsuit against 
them for damages. 

“Ever since our wedding,’’ she 
told the court, ‘‘they have been 
meddling in our affairs. They had 
no right to do that. Once we were 
married, it was up to them to 
leave us alone.” 

But the court dismissed Edna's 
claim, saying parents have special 
privileges in dealing with their 
children. i 


“The law is tender of the 
parental relationship," said the 
court. The parent has the liberty 
of extreme solicitude for the child 
even after marriage, and may 
advise freely and frequently and 
even foolishly." 

This is the usual attitude of the 
courts, so long as the interference 
does not go beyond reasonable 
bounds. Of course, parents have 
even clearer rights before a child's 
marriage. 

Another case involved a father’s 
right to exclude from the family 
home an unwanted boy friend of 
his daughter. The court said: 

“A father is under no obliga- 
tions whatsoever to allow one of 
whom he does not approve as a 
prospective husband to enter his 
home.” 

On the other hand, the law 
condemns excess at all stages of 
the parent-child relationship. One 
father was arrested on a charge of 
assault and battery after he 
administered a brutal beating to 
his young daughter. Although he 
claimed “parental privilege,”’ the 
court found him guilty. The judge 
commented: 

“Where the punishment is so 
cruel as to show that the parent 
was not acting for the benefit of 
the child but to satisfy his own 
evil passion, he is no longer to be 
considered as a judge adminis- 
tering the law of the household 
but as a malefactor guilty of an 
unlawful assault on a helpless 
person entrusted to his care."’

Previous Pay Scale Resolution 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, April 25, at 
the Courthouse-Annex in En- 
terprise, and voted unanimously 
to rescend a resolution adopted 
at an earlier meeting that 
placed Highway Department 
employees on an hourly pay 
Scale. 

County Engineer, Leslie 
Mullins, requested the action 
because of problems involved 
in with-holding deductions in 
the employees retirement in- 
surance. 


The meeting began at 
10:00 A.M. with all commis- 
sioners present except Mr. Gil- 
mer Grant. Judge Sawyer 
opened the session by informing 
the board that an inspector had 
recently visited the landfill in 
New Brockton, and that the 
county had received a good 
report on the condition of the 
project. 


A letter was read from 
the Department of Agriculture 
that acknowledged receiving the 
county’s application for assis- 
tance on the Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed project. The letter 
reported that a field exami- 
nation and a public hearing 
would be held in the near fu- 
ture. 


A snd letter from the 
Southeast \labama Regional 
Planning and Development 
Commission was read that in- 
formed the board that several 
million dollars in additional 
CETA funds will soon be 
available in Alabama. Mr. 
Mullins reported he had applied 
for funds to hire 21 CETA 
employees for his department. 
Mullins added that he planned 
on employing students for tem- 
porary. summer employment. 


Mr. Ron Smith addressed 
the board and asked for per- 
mission to use two empty of- 
fices in Elba that are ajoining 
the Pensions and Security Of- 
fice. Smith, the County Pen- 
sions and Security Director, 
Said the space is needed for 
office space for case workers 
The commission instructed 
Smith to check the costs in 
renovating the offices, and de- 
cided to look into the matter 
at the next meeting. Mr. 
Smith also requested per- 
mission to install curtains at 
the Food Stamp Office, and 
expressed a desire to erect 
a sign in front of the Food 
Stamp Office so it can be 
easily identified.

Council Meeting 


Explodes Again 


On Police Investigation 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night in a meeting 
postponed from one week ear- 
lier due to Mayor Folsom’s 
trip to the League of Munici- 


palities meeting in Mont- 
gomery. All members were 
present. 


A total of eleven citizens 
were present to make various 
appeals to the council. Also 
present were City Clerk Jack 
Prescott, Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston and Recreation Dir- 
ector I. F. (Bow) Dunaway. 

The meeting started 
smoothly with the council 
brushing through some rou- 
tine matters such as reading 
minutes, signing supports for 
fund drives, hearing appeals 
for improving the recreation 
facilities and tabling several 
items until next weel . 

A lengthy debate over es- 
tablishing a recreation board 
lasted fifty minutes and ended 
with the board being appoint- 
ed after being voted down once. 


‘At the end of the meeting a 


heated exchange was the re- 
sult of Councilman Jimmy 
Wise asking why an investi- 
gation of damage at the ceme- 
tery was stopped. 

The investigation had start- 
ed at Wise’s request when Fol- 
som was out of town and stop- 
ped after he returned. Mayor 
Folsom denied stopping the 
investigation, but Wise had a 
copy of the two offers’ report 
and they wrote that Mayor Fol- 
som had told them toonly check 
it as the patrol went by the 
area. Chief Johnston stated 
that Mayor Folsom had stop- 
ped the investigation, but after 
the very heated exchange, 
Johnston said that if Folsom 
had not stopped the work, his~ 
men would get back to their 
job. Folsom again said he 
only said he didn’t want a two- 
man (once he said four) stake- 
out and Johnston said he never 
asked nor suggested this. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
said ‘‘Yes, Bob, you have said 
to a number of people that 
this was a pretty sorry coun- 
cil.’’ Folsom denied this, and 
Said if he wanted to say that 
he would say it to their faces. 
Wise then said, ‘‘Inother words 
you are saying that the people 
who said this are lying.’’ Fol- 
som said he was not calling 
anyone a liar, but ‘‘it is 


‘people in the 


gossip.’’ Wise then said that 
if he ever had any of these 
mayor's pre- 
sence, he was going to give 
him (the mayor) the chance 
to tell them that face to face. 


During the exchange about 
the cemetery, Wise question- 
ed the effectiveness of the 
letter Folsom had released to 
the news media stating the 
violators would be prosecuted, 
yet no investigation was un- 
derway. 

Also during the above dis- 
cussion, Folsom informed the 
council of the bill for eight 
steaks at Holley’s Restaurant, 
signed for by Chief Johnston. 
The meal was for area police 
chiefs discussing the need for 
a police academy in this area 
to save thousands of dollars 
on each new police officer 
hired. Johnston said the mayor 
was aware of the meeting, and 
had approved its being in Elba. 
Folsom said the expenditure 
was illegal, and Johnston would 
have to repay the city for the 
money. Johnston said he would 
do this. The council, however, 
voted to pay the bill and sup- 
port the efforts to get the aca- 
demy open in the Wiregrass, 
and in Elba if practical. Later 
Folsom replied to a question 
by this newspaper and said he 
didn’t mean to sound like he 
was opposing the action by 
Johnston, but that unless the 
council approved it, the pay- 
ment was illegal. The end 
result of the meeting, accord- 
ing to Johnston, was that it is 
possible an academy will be 
re-established and save the 
cities each as much as $2,000 
on traning each new officer 
hired. 

After the city fathers set- 
tled down from the heated ex- 
change, they discussed briefly 
the need for patching holes in 
streets and passed a motion 
that city ousiness done locally 
would be spread around as 
much as possible with local 
merchants. 


Other action taken during 
the meeting included approv- 
ing a three-year lease from 
Dorsey Trailers for their 
hangar space.

Dorsey such as the $1,000 to 
the fire department recently, 
and the other benefits to the 
community as reason enough 
for the three-year lease at 
$10 a year. 


Also approved by the reds: 
cil was turning the pivet Ee 
over to Mr. and Mrs. Roland 
Powell for the summer, chang- 
ing a previous decision to let 
the recreation director ope- 
rate it and hire people to 
work. The Powells will operate 
the pool on a percentage basis, 
with the City getting 25% of the 
income, up from 20% last year. 


After some tie-votiig and 
breaking by Mayor Folsom, the 
council voted to transfer income 
from the sale of cemetery lots 
to the perpetual care trust fund 
after $1,000 had been collected 
for maintenance. Approving 
this were Councilmen John W. 
Sharpless and D. M. English 


and Mayor Folsom. Oppos- 
ing were Councilmen Mike 
Russell, Jimmy Wise and 


Cleo Hawkins. The three op- 
posing the action wanted togive 
all of the income for lot sales 
to the trust fund. In 1976 this 
figure was about $1300. 

Also the council approved a 
new ping-pong table at the 
Mulberry Recreation Center; 
tabled action on assewer on 
Flournoy Drive; tabled action 
on controlled parking down- 
town; approved a sewer tap 
for Wade Mallory; told Mrs. 
Edna Stinson the ditch beside 
the school would be cleaned 
with the new machne; _ told 
Burie Nelson to return with 
a petition for street closing; 
endorsed the Walk-A-Thon for 
March of Dimes; heard a 
group of four teenagers ask 
for help in improving the rec- 
reation facilities and indicated 
to them a youth recreation board 
would be appointed; heard a re- 
port from Bill Bullard from a 
committee of citizens on rec- 
reation and accepted his recom- 
mendations and appointed a rec- 
reation board. 

Members of the recreation 
board are Bill Bullard, James 
Grimes, Tommy Morrow, 
Marsha Oggs, Skip Rainer, 
Frank Phillips, Pat Hudson, 
Jerome Baxley. Recreation 
Director Dunaway is an ex- 
officio member of the board.
